October 31, 2015 


This was a meeting of members from Northern 
California Contest Club, Redwood Empire DX 
Association, Pizza Lovers 259 and the Mother Lode 
DX & Contest Club held at Rockville Inn on 
historic Highway 40 near Fairfield, CA. 


The meeting was called to order about 11:30 AM by 
NCCC President Bob Hess. The 50 people in atten- 
dance introduced themselves. In addition, K6XX, 
WJ60, N6TV, KI60Y & N6GY attended via 
Webex. Bob made a few comments followed by a 
greeting from Fred Leoni N6YEU President of 
REDXA. 


Meeting was turned over to Stu K6TU for a slide 
show of the remote station he, K6TD & others are 
building in Santa Cruz Mountains.
